EXPLORER AIDED IN 
KONGO DEVELOPMENT 


Richard Mohun Was flaaoratad 
by Foreign 6ovarnments. 


Washington. 
Richard Dorsey Mo- 
bun, a soldier of fortune in A frica 
and a prom inent figure in the civil 
government 
of 
the 
Belgian 
Kongo 
region, who died suddenly at his home 
at Royal Oak, Md., near W ashington, 
w here lie had gone to recover from the

of 
wounds 
received 
during 
tw enty years of servit-e in the heart of 
Africa, w as horn in W ashington flfty- 
uiie years ago and received his educa­ 
tion from private tutors. 
Then he be 
cam e interested in A frican affairs and 
was the fourth of his fam ily who tried 
to «tamp out the slave traffic. 
H e took 
an active part in the suppression of 
tlx* Arab slave trade, made several 
exploring 
trips 
which 
resulted 
in 
adding new features to the maps of 
Africa, governed humanely 5,000,006

Buffalo, August 25.—T he E astm an 
Kodak Co., of Rochester is a m o n ­ 
opoly in restraint of trade In viola 
tiou of the Sherm an anti trust law, 
according to a decision handed down 
here late Tuesday by Judge John # 
Hazel, of the I nliod States district 
court. 
The decision grants the defendant 
company an opportunity to present a 
plan ‘‘for the abrogation of the illegal 
monopoly” on the first day of the No- 
vember term. 
The bill aaginst the Eastm an com­ 
pany was filed in the United States 
district court in Buffalo on June 9. 
1913. 
A m onth later, July 13, 1913, the 
company filed its answer, and for a 
year various attem pts were made to 
bring about a settlem ent, the <x>m- 
pany agreeing to make changes in its 
helling policy anil other alterations In 
its business method« asked by the 
government, except Its practice of fix­ 
ing retail prices on its goods, which 
1t contends was necessary for the 
protection of it« custom ers against 
price cutting by retailers. 
In Its suit the government asked 
for the dissolution of the company, 
by receivership if necessary, alleging 
that it was monopolizing the trade m 
photographic supplies In violation Ot 
the Sherm an law to the extent o. 
controlling 72 per cent of the trade.
